Clifford, were brought before Judge 
Fifield of the municipal court this 
morning on the charge of obtaining 
money under false pretenses. 


The complaining witness was Sid- 


ney Richards, a farmer residing in 
the town of La Prairie on the Beloit 
road. 
Richards testified that Stark 


and Clifford or Hayes, came to his 
home yesterday morning and stated 
ihat he was an agent of the St. Jos- 
eph's hospital of Milwaukee and was 
going around examining chronic cases 
or sickness with a view to offering a 
cure. 


Mrs. 
Richards had been suffering 


from rheumatism for a long time and 
as Stark represented that it would 
cost nothing for an examination they 
decided to give him a chance. 
He 


cnan went out and called in Clifford, 
who he said was the examiner. 


Clifford examined Mrs. 
Richards 


and told him they could cure her, and 
that they would have to pay nothing 
for the' treatment unless a cure was 
accomplished inside of four-months. 
Under these circumstances Richards 
decided to let them go ahead and 
gave them a note for $40 signed by 
himself and wife, payable in 
.six 


months. 


They gave -him a large blue certi- 


ficate signed by E. J. Clifford, exam- 
iner, setting forth that Sidney Rich- 
ards had on1 April 22 given his obliga- 
tion for $40 for medical and surgical 
treatment for four months or until 
satisfied and if he was not satisfied in 
four months the obligation would be 
returned. 


After they had gone Richards be- 


came suspicious of them and came 
to this city looking for them. Chief 
Hogan picked up Stark near the First 
National bank and Clifford at 
' the 


Park hotel. 
After they were in the 


lock-up they gave up Richards note 
and also a note for $28, signed by Pet-

were wounded. The robbers escaped 
with their booty, the amount of which 
is not known. The Wells-Fargo Ex- 
press company usually sends its larg- 
est shipments by this train, so it is 
probable that the plunder was valua- 
ble. The local officers cannot say posi- 
tively how much money was aboard,

amounts.

The scene of the hold-up was Bridge 


Junction, Ark., a lonely and isolated 
railroad crossing, about if our 
miles 


from the river. 
The train, 
Express 


No. 4, which-left here at 11:40 o'clock, 
reached the station at midnight. It al- 
ways stops for passengers before pro- 
ceeding on its way west. There was 
an unusually large passenger list last 
night. When the train stopped at the 
junction, which is the crossing with 
the Iron Mountain road, seven masked 
men appeared. All had revolvers, and 
one or two cared for each member of 
the train crew who appeared on the 
platform. 


Express Car Cut Loone. 


Two of the robbers boarded the en- 


gine, eompelle_d^the engineer and fire- 
man to step 
down and accompany 


them to the rear of the express car, 
which they uncoupled from the rest of 
the train. Returning to the engine the 
robbers, at the point of their pistols, 
forced the crew to pull out a mile or 
two. 
The negro porter, Gould, who 


was in the express car with the mes- 
senger, aided the latter in barring the 
door against the bandits. The rob- 
bers used iron bars on the door, and 
soon had an opening.

horses ready to aid in their escape. As 
soon as the masked men left the train 
the engineer and fireman backed the 
engine, tender and wrecked car back 
to Bridge Junction, where the passen- 
ger ears still were standing. A posse 
oljjassengers and trainmen started at 
once in pursuit of the robbers, while 
the police in this city were telegraphed 
for aid. 


Ttlnodhounils on tho Trail. 


Bloodhounds' from- the-convj.ct camp 


at Hulbert, three miles from theTscene 
of the robbery, were secured and put 
on the trail of the robbers. The pas- 
sengers, many of whom already were 
asleep, did not realize what was hap- 
pening until the engine and express 
car had been carried away.

MORGAN FORMING 


A COTTON TRUST 


It Will Have a Capital of $500,000,000 


and Will Control All Factories 


North and South. 


Fall River, Mass., April 23.—A cot- 


ton mill trust with a capital stock 
-of_Ji>500,000,000 and which will in- 
clude factories both north and south, 
is reaching the launching stage, ac- 
cording to several local manufactur- 
ers. 
It was stated today that J. P. 


Morgan & Co. are carrying on the ne- 
gotiations. 


The first move to attract attention 


to the projected combine was the 
sending of agents through the south- 
ern states, whose business it was to 
look over the mills of that 
locality 


to ascertain the value of plants and 
sound the owners, with an idea of ob- 
taining control of the stock. 


This work has been going on quietly 


for a number of weeks and as many 
of the mills of the south are under ab- 
solute control of .northern commis- 
sion houses little difficulty was exper- 
ienced in bringing these corporations 
into line. 


JThis has been done so quietly that 


the real motive was not realized un- 
til it was discovered that the agents 
of the proposed trust had options upon 
.nearly every plant in the south. With 
the certainity that the southern com- 
petition could be eliminated a con- 
certed movement has been started in 
the north to bring every mill manufac- 
turing cotton cloth and all the print 
works in the' country into a trust 
which shall absolutely control the 
busines sand be managed by a few 
successful agents.
